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During the week no cases of yellow fever were reported either in 
Habana or the interior of the island. 

On June 12, 1907, the immigration camp at Triscornia was opened 
for the reception of nonimmune passengers desiring to proceed to 
Southern States of the United States. A special report will be for- 
warded regarding this camp and the method of operating it. 

The sanitary condition of Habana remains fair.

Acting Assistant Surgeon Nunez reports. June 17: 
Week ended June 15, 1907. Bills of health issued to 7 vessels 
leaving for ports in the United States. The Spanish steamship Puerto 
Rico, bound for New Orleans direct with a crew of 51 and no passen- 
gers, was fumigated June 12 when about to leave for her port of desti- 
nation. No sickness on board. There were issued during the week 2 
health and acclimation certificates and 2 of protection from smallpox 
to passengers destined for New York by way of Habana. 

In view of the presence of plague in the island of Trinidad, as tele- 
graphed to this office by Passed Assistant Surgeon Stansfield, everj' 
precaution will be taken with vessels from that island touching at this 
port on their way to the United States. I am informed that quaran- 
tine restrictions will also be enforced against such vessels while in 
port by the Cuban authorities by order of the secretary of finance.
